CSULB convenience store prices exceed chains 


Prices at the 49er 
Shops are almost 
always higher than 
those at chain stores 
like 7-Eleven.

It’s no secret. 49er Shops conve- 
nience stores generally have higher 
prices than other stores that sell.a lot 
of the same things, but many on this 
campus struggle to understand why 
this difference exits. 


49er Shops adjusts its prices to be 
comparable to those at other conve- 
nience stores, said Rosa Hernandez- 
Henderson, director of communica- 
tions and human resources for the 
organization, but many of the items at 
the 7-Eleven on Palo Verde Avenue and 
Atherton Street, for example, are still 
cheaper than those at the Outpost Con- 
venience Store. j 

In an unofficial price comparison 
that involved the Outpost convenience 
store, 7-Eleven, Albertsons and Pavil- 
ions, the 49er Shops convenience store 
prices were almost always higher. 

“The overall mission for the 49er 
Shops is ... very unique and different 
than traditional commercial markets,” 
Hernandez-Henderson said. “As an 


Freshman 15 weight gain 
deemed ‘media myth’ 


A study from Ohio 
State said that the 
average student only 
gains 2.5 to 3.5 pounds 
their first year.

She was homesick and isolated her 
freshman year at UC San Diego. Now 
a junior accounting major at Cal State 
Long Beach, Sreylonn Phin believes 


those factors led to her weight gain. 
She said she didn’t exercise much that 
year, either, and ended up gaining 
more weight than just the freshman 15. 

Phin said she never worried about 


_ the freshman 15, but she still hasn’t lost 


the weight she gained during her first 
year of college. 

, According to a new study from Ohio 
State, Phin’s experience with freshman 
weight gain may not be the norm. 

The study said that the average stu- 
dent only gains 2.5 to 3.5 pounds their 
freshman year. 

For the study, researchers looked at

Hernandez-Henderson also  ex- 
plained that the organization regularly 
conducts pricing surveys to compare 
itself with other convenience stores 
but that some prices are often harder to 
match because the organization is not a 
chain and can’t expand like one. 

But in an effort to save money, all 
four on-campus convenience stores, 
the Beach Hut, the Student Union 
Convenience Store, the Outpost Con- 


venience Store and the Bookstore Con- 
venience Store order their products 
together in bulk in an effort to save 
money, according to Hernandez-Hen- 
derson. 

Still, many students like senior 
Elena.Sarmiento said they would much 
rather shop off campus because of the 
price difference. 

But having: fewer new customers 
than regular stores already makes it 
more difficult for 49er Shops to in- 
crease its revenue and lower its prices, 
Hernandez-Henderson said. 

“Revenues generated allow us to 
make contributions to the campus, 
including through capital investments 
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Conventent fast food combos, like this double western bacon cheese-

49er Shops has about 500 student 
employees, raises money for scholar- 
ships and donates money and products 
to-the CSULB campus. 

According to the 49er Shops’ 2009 
taxes, their total expenses outweighed 
total revenues by about $2 million. 
This means that 49er Shops Inc. was 
spending more than they were making 
in 2009. 

According to Hernandez-Hender- 
son, this loss doesn’t come from the 
convenience stores but comes from the 
bookstore since students are finding 
other ways, like online shopping, to 
find their textbooks.

_ The national average cost of a full 
credit load has hit the highest on re- 
cord at more than $8,000, according 
to the College Board’s release of this 
year’s twin reports on college costs 
and student aid. 

This fall, the average price of in- 
state tuition and fees for four-year 
public universities rose another $631, 
or 8.3 percent from what it was a year 
ago. : 

California led the way, driving up 
the national average with its 21 percent

These, branches include the 
Union Weekly, KBEACH and Col- 
lege Beat. 

According to Senator-at-large Jason 
Neas, the bylaws were put into effect 
immediately after ASI’s approval. 

“We felt we needed to have a more 
legally spelled out way of dealing with 
new issues and controversies that may 
arise,” Neas said. 

Neas clarified that the new bylaws 
not only protect student media’s first 
amendment right. 

He also defined what exactly those 
rights are. 

“One of the things we did is that we 
made sure that the media board rules 
correlated well with existing laws, for 
journalistic integrity,” Neas said. 

Controyersy first arose when then- 
Union Weekly City Editor Noah Kelly 
published a review entitled “Pow 


jump, national prices still would have 
increased by 7 percent on average. 

“T haven't been as personally affect- 
ed by it,’ junior Jessie Kim said. “But 
it’s starting to become more and more 
of a concern as | fearn more about it.” 

Also, the demand for a college de- 
gree has dramatically increased over 
the past ten years, as according to sta- 
tistics given by Vincent A. Novack, 
assistant vice president of institutional 
research and assessment at Cal State 
Long Beach. In 2001, CSULB had 
36,745 applications, which grew to 
40,231 applications in 2003. This year, 
the schoo! received 78,766 applica- 
tions. 

The federal government has taken 
on more of this burden by making 
large increases in federal grants and 
tax credits for students this year in re- 
sponse to state cuts. 

The Long Beach Press-Telegram 
states that such actions have helped 
to keep the costs of tuition and fees

The review caused the American 
Indian Student Council to protest cul- 
tural insensitivity and rally for the ter- 
mination of the Union Weekly. 

At the previous Student Me- 
dia Board meeting, John Trapper, 
KBEACH general manager, said the 
controversy attracted “Union hat- 
ers” onto the Student Media Board 
by applying for student-at-large po- 
sitions. ’ 

According to Neas, students who 
tried to apply as a result of the Pow 
Wow reception usually pressed for 
ASI to stifle the student media outlets, 
which is a basic violation of freedom 
of expression. 

The new bylaws do not address this 
issue because the ASI student-at-large 
application process should filter any 


applicants that may have a grudge on 


any outlet, Neas said. 
“They’re elected based on their 


$2,490. 

Senior Michael Joplin said that 
while the government helps students 
pay for college, it does little to restrain 
prices from rising. 

“Tt seems counterproductive,” said 
Joplin. “Giving away more money to 
college while also raising the price of 
tuition — it seems self-defeating.” 

With such prospects, some students 
said cost could discourage others to at- 
tend four-year universities. 

“Either people will wait to go to 
college, or they just won’t go at all,” 
Joplin said. 

College prices in California still 
aren’t as high as those of other states, 
but for the first time ever, California’s 
tuition and fee rates are above the na- 
tional average. 

“As far as California goes, our state 
budget should be reprioritized,” Kim 
said. “People need to be more aware of 
the issues ... we need to be more aware 
so we can take action for it.” 


qualifications and how well they pres- 
ent themselves, so I guess someone 
could come in and try and hide their 
true intentions ... and get‘on the board, 
but it would be very unlikely,’ Neas 
said. 

The new bylaws also state that 
faculty directly employed by student 
media outlets are no longer allowed 
to vote in the media board. This is to 
avoid conflicts between faculty and 
student interests. 

Furthermore, ASI has no juris- 
diction to fire student media per- 
sonnel unless they have broken any 
rules clearly written in the bylaws, 
such as malfeasance and misrepre- 
sentation. 

According to Neas, if an editor of 
a student media outlet were to spark 
outrage amongst students for his or 
her opinion, that editor would not be 
recalled on those grounds alone.

renegotiation clause allowed the CSU 
to block the raises based on economic 
conditions. ; 

CFA President Lillian Taiz said that 
although the strike is motivated by 
faculty compensation, this issue rep- 
resents much broader problems with 
the CSU. 

In most cases, the CFA is legally 
allowed to strike on issues that have 
gone through a 7-step collective bar- 
gaining process. 

The faculty union, which is cur- 
rently also negotiating a successor 
contract with the CSU, has repeatedly 
said that Chancellor Charles B. Reed 
favors executive compensation at the 
expense of the university system’s stu- 
dents and faculty. 


But the CSU maintains that while -

— and the CSU faculty we represent 
— is prepared to escalate the fight.” 

But Erik Fallis, a CSU spokesman, 
says faculty strikes will only harm 
students. 
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“We do not see that putting students 
in the middle of labor negotiations is a 
good thing,” he said. 

Although the CFA believes its goals 
are in line with those of students, some 
disagree. 

“(Faculty] are not looking out for 
the interest of their students,” Eduardo 
Avila, a senior health care adminis- 
tration major, said. “It’s more about 
them.” : 

Others, however, say it’s CFA’s 
right to strike. 

“Tf there’s anyone to blame it should 
be [the CSU],” said Margarita Beltran, 
a senior civil engineering major. 

And, some just see it as a good way 
to get out of class. 

“T don’t care, its cool to get the day 
off but I’d probably be there since I’m 
paying for it,” said Jessica Kelly, a ju- 
nior psychology major.

code of ethics.” 

If Cain is not going 
to be at all receptive to 
reporters asking him questions that deserve to 
be asked, perhaps there is something more to the 
issue.

The ‘60s-era musical 
is entertaining and 
sends a positive 
message.

Big girls, big hair and even bigger 
dreams. Musical Theatre West travels 
back to the 1960s with “Hairspray,” 
opening its 59th consecutive season. 

The John Waters musical chronicles 
teenager Tracy Turnblad’s (Victoria 
Morgan) fight for becoming a big star 
and struggle to get equal rights for 
blacks:and whites in ‘60s Baltimore. 
Tracy, a fuller-figured girl, dreams of 
being a performer on the Corny Collins 
Show, as well as stealing the heart of 
the hunky Link Larkin (Derek Klena). 

When she auditions for the Corny 
Collins Show, she mentions that she 
wants to integrate the dominately-white 
TV show and “make everyday negro 
day.” This outrages Velma Von Tussle 
(Tracy Lore) and her daughter, Amber 
(Lauren Smolka), who strive for star- 
dom. The two do. everything in their 
power to make sure Tracy doesn’t suc- 
ceed in fame, getting the boy or getting 
equal rights. 

As Tracy, Morgan is delightful, and 
it’s easy for the crowd to root for her. 
She shows the youthfulness and drive 
that Tracy possesses, as well as has a 
wide vocal range. Constantly smiling, it 
is hard to look away from Morgan and 
not share her joy. 

When she first appears on stage to 
sing “Good Morning Baltimore,” it 
is obvious that Tracy is big, loud and 


proud. She is the epitome of what girls 
should strive for — not caring about 
what anyone thinks, including about 
body image. Morgan plays the~char- 
acter well, exhibiting the confidence 
that is needed to pull off a believable 
Tracy, and showing someone that can 
be looked up to. 

In this production,:Morgan is paired 
with Klena, who is charming as Link. 
The starlet shows off a young Elvis-like 
persona, which Klena does well. He is 
constantly dancing, has a catchy sing- 
ing voice and.is quite the looker. Oddly 
enough, at times, Klena has a striking 
resemblance to Zac Efron, who played 
Link in the 2007 film adaptation of 
“Hairspray.” Like Efron, Klena is easy 
to swoon over, making his attempt at 
Link even more believable. 

Jim J. Bullock and Barry Pearl are 
a surprising hit in this production. As 
Tracy’s parents, Edna and Wilbur, re- 
spectively, Bullock and Pearl are ador- 
able together, constantly showing that 
they stand by their daughter and are 
“timeless” to each other, as they sing in 
their show-stealing number, “Timeless 
to Me.” 

Dressed in complete drag, Bullock 
is hilarious as Edna. He truly embraces 
his feminine side, and it shows. How- 
ever, he still adds some masculinity, 
like keeping a deep voice, which adds 
to the overall humor of his character. At 
times, he.and Pearl show playful ban- 
ter, joking to one another and showing 
brilliant chemistry, despite them being 
two straight men in real life. The two 
exchange moments of improvisation 
together and joke around, showing how 
comfortable they are with each other. 

Pearl is entertaining as Wilbur, 
showing utter devotion to his wife and 
full support for his daughter. Pearl is 
best known for his performance as

This leads to a series 
of misadventures involving a beloved 
Christmas tree owned by Maria’s in- 
tense father (Danny Trejo), a virgin 
named Mary and a waffle-making ro- 
bot toy named Wafflebot. 

The first “Harold and Kumar” movie 
was successful because it involved 
a pair of stoners going on an insane 
journey while trying to accomplish 
the simple task of getting White Castle 
burgers to satisfy their munchies. The 
2008 sequel “Harold and Kumar Es- 
cape from Guantanamo: Bay” was not 
as successful because the premise was 
so ridiculous to begin with. The Har- 
old and Kumar franchise works better 
when the two characters are going to 
great lengths to accomplish a simple 
task, which is why this third film in the 
series works. The duo needs to make it 
to a party to steal a Christmas tree, and 
that’s the entire plot of the film. 

A constant gag in the film, and one of 
the main reasons to see it in theaters, is 
the 3D.

Women’s soccer team 
will travel to Malibu 
to face the Waves on 
Saturday at 1:30 p.m.

The Long Beach State women’s soc- 
cer team won't have to go far for the 
start of the NCAA Tournament this 
season. t 

The NCAA.com selection show re- 
vealed that the 49ers (15-5-1) will travel 
to Malibu to face Pepperdine (15-1-4) 
on Saturday in the first round of the 
64-team tournament. Kickoff at Rokus 
Field is scheduled for 1:30 p.m. 

“Our soccer team has continued to 
represent our students and the univer- 
sity with great class and success,” Cal 
State Long Beach President F. King 
Alexander said Monday. “They fought 
hard all season and deserve their fitting 
reward in the form of this NCAA bid.” 

LBSU earned one of 30 automatic 
berths into the 64-team field after win- 
ning its second cénsecutive Big West 
Conference Tournament title with a 1-0 
victory at No. 16 UC Irvine. This marks 
the 49ers’ third NCAA Tournament ap- 
pearance in the last four years as they 
received an at-large bid in 2008 and an 
automatic bid in 2010. 

Although The Beach has yet to ad- 
vance past the first round of the NCAA 
Tournament, LBSU head coach Mauri- 
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LBSU headed to Pepperdine for first round of N CAA Tourney : 


cio Ingrassia said the ‘Niners are in a 
more favorable position than they were 
last season. 

“A 45-minute drive up the coast ver- 
sus a flight and all that is obviously bet- 
ter for us,” said Ingrassia, whose team 
traveled to Stanford in Palo Alto, Calif. 
for last year’s first-round match against 
Santa Clara. 

Despite outshooting Santa Clara, 22- 
5, the ‘Niners lost to the Broncos after 
allowing a goal with 6:52 left to play. 


“I think it’s different this year,’ . ° 


LBSU forward Nicole Sweetman said. 
“T think we had a good team last year, 
but I think we might have a better team 
this year. ... | mean, it’s my senior year 
and it’s time for me to go all out. | want 
to go out big and I want us to do well.” 

Despite the close proximity between 
Long Beach and Malibu, Ingrassia said 
defeating Pepperdine will be a difficult 
task. 

“We're going to have to play our 
best,” Ingrassia said. “If we play our 
best, we can beat a lot of teams. [Pep- 
perdine] is a very good soccer téam; 
they had a fantastic year and they’re 
going to be a tough opponent. We have 
to get used to their field because it’s 
narrower, but we have to be ready for 
everything. ... We’re looking forward 
to it.” 

Pepperdine, which is ranked No. 8 
in the nation, tied the University of San 
Diego for first place in the West Coast 
Conference standings, but won the tie- 
breaker thanks to a head-to-head vic- 
tory. As a result, the Waves claimed the 
conference’s title and its automatic bid 
to the NCAA Tournament. The Waves’ 
only loss of the season came against 
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The LBSU womens soccer team, seen here after winning its second consecutive Big West Conference Tour- 


then-No. 10 Santa Clara. 

“It’s going to take a lot of heart [to 
beat Pepperdine],” Sweetman said. “It’s 
going to take a lot of hard work and 
confidence, but I think it'll be good.” 

In the other half of LBSU’s side of 
the bracket, the University of Miami (9- 
7-1) will host Alabama (10-8-3) in Coral 
Gables, Fla. 

The winners of the two matches will 
then meet in the second round on Fri- 


day, Nov. 18 at a campus site to be de- 
termined. 

Meanwhile, fellow Big West rival 
and regular-season conference champi- 
on UCI (14-4-2), which lost to the 49ers 
in the conference finals for the second 
year in a row, will again host a first 
round match. UCI will face the Univer- 
sity of San Diego at 7 p.m. on Friday at 
Anteater Stadium.
